to  survive? 
And  how?

September  30,  1970.  A day  for  Livingston  students  to 
remember?  Maybe,  maybe  not.  An  emergency  meeting  of 
the  general  student  body  took  place  that  night  at  7:30. 

The  meeting  was  chaired  by  Debbie  Smith.  The  purpose 
of  the  meeting,  as  stated  by  Debbie  in  her  opening 
remarks,  was  to  discuss  the  intimidation  and  harassment  of 
certain  students.  This  was  to  be  discusssed  in  the  context 
of  Livingston’s  survival.  Debbie  also  spoke  of 
administrative  inadequacies,  particularly  in  leadership. 

Lack  of  regulations 

Dean  Lynton  was  the  next  to  speak.  He  assumed  the 
responsibility  for  the  lack  of  regulations  on  intimidation 
and  harrassment,  and  then  stated  that  neither  "will  be 
tolerated.”  Dean  Lynton  also  stated  that  any  group 
wanting  to  live  together  would  be  allowed  a single  house, 
but  not  a complete  unit,  to  do  so. 

At  the  completion  of  Dean  Lynton’s  speech,  Debbie 
assumed  the  chair.  What  was  to  follow  was  somewhat 
chaotic  and  confusing.  The  purpose  of  this  article  is  to 
reproduce  that  meeting  without  some  of  the  emotionalism 
and  bull,  which  prevailed  at  the  meeting,  and  get  down  to 
what  the  people  really  had  to  say.  This  was  done  by  asking 
the  various  people  and  organizations  present  at  the 
meeting  to  express  themselves  by  means  of  a written 
statement. 

Groups,  individuals  speak 

The  main  factions  and  students  who  spoke  at  that 
meeting,  specifically  Debbie  Smith,  Dean  Lynton,  OBU, 
Fred  Thorne,  UPRS,  Fourth  World  Coalition,  Nearo 
Williams  and  an  unnamed  white  student  were  invited  to 
address  their  statements  to  these  basic  questions: 

1.  Do  you  feel  there  was  a need  for  the  meeting?  Why? 

2.  What  do  you  see  as  the  danger  facing  Livingston? 
Politically? 

3.  What  is  your  solution  and  comment? 

4.  What  were  your  over-all  reactions  to  the  meeting? 

These  statements  are  complete  and  uncensored.  This  is 

what  those  questioned  had  to  say. 

Debbie  Smith 

The  emergency  meeting  of  Wednesday  September  30 
was  called  because  of  the  growing  number  of  cases  of 
assault,  intimidation  and  harassment.  Those  that  called  the 
meeting  felt  that  the  time  had  come  for  students  to  move 
to  do  something  about  this  situation.  I felt  that  the 
student  body  had  finally  become  the  political  force  they 
should  be  and  move  to  make  administrative  promises  hard 
realities.  If  students  fail  to  take  over  responsibility,  active 
responsibility,  for  things  that  go  on  here,  Livingston  will 
fail.  There  is  a need  at  Livingston  College  for  a students’ 
movement,  initiated  by  students,  controlled  by  students 
and  dedicated  to  students’  survival  and  therefore 
Livingston’s  survival. 

From  the  meeting  I gathered  that  many  students  are 
ready  to  do  just  this.  At  present  a group  of  Black  and 
Puerto  Rican  students  is  moving  to  form  a Third  World 
Coalition.  The  Third  World  Coalition  will  be  composed  of 
Black,  Puerto  Rican,  Latin  and  Asian  students  who  will 
politically  move  at  Livingston.  At  the  same  time  the  Third 
World  Coalition  would  work  with  those  white  students 
who  also  see  a need  for  a strongly  political  student  body. 

Dean  Lynton 

The  meeting  was  necessary  for  two  reasons:  (1)  many 
students  were  quite  legitimately  concerned  about  alleged 
incidents  of  violence  and  intimidation,  and  (2)  these  few

Equipped  with  a tape 
recorder,  camera  and  pertinent 
questions  I set  out  to  interview 
Lee  Weiner.  I felt  more  like  a 
soldier  assaulting  some  enemy 
known  only  be  a cold,  collective 
slang  word  like  "Cong”  than  one 
human  being  meeting  another 
under  the  most  candid  of 
circumstances.  But  I’ve  never 
interviewed  anyone  before,  and  I 
thought  that  this  was  how 
Huntley  and  Brinkley  would  do 
it,  if  they  were  still  doing  it. 

Although  I couldn’t  picture 
Lee  Weiner,  the  name  sounded 
familiar.  How?  When?  or  Where? 
Did  my  mind  meet  this  man? 
Marshall  McLuhan  appeared 
suddenly  and  slyly  said,  "Didn’t 
you  know,  you  fool,  that  the 
medium  is  the  message.”  In  its 
typical  impersonal  fashion  the 
media  introduced  me  to  Lee 
Weiner.  He  was  some-THING. 
unreal,  fifty  million  miles  away 
from  a 

handshake  . . . Revolutionary 
. . . Conspiracy  . . . Free  the 
Chicago  Seven! 

Today  I met  Lee  Weiner.  He 
is  a real  person,  a Virgo,  who  is 
up  to  his  ears  in  politics, 
teaching,  writing,  and  a 
collective  living  thing. 
Commuting  from  Brooklyn  by 
train  allows  him  just  enough 
time  to  get  here,  teach,  and 


return  home  again.  Next  month 
he  hopes  to  buy  a car.  He  is 
teaching  two  courses  (Social 
Problems  and  Deviance,  and 
Organized  Social  Movements  and 
Social  Change).  In  the  spring  he 
hopes  to  present  a course  about 
how  and  why  different  people 
use  the  same  place  (a  university) 
for  different  ends;  focusing  on 
the  Blacks  and  whites  at 
Livingston.  To  know  Lee  Weiner 
as  someone,  rather  that 
something,  one  must  know  his 
feelings  and  ideas. 

On  Livingston  College-‘T 
like  it  here.  It’s  a physically  ugly 
place.  The  people  are  deluding 
themselves  by  describing  a 
situation  which  in  itself  is  quite 
ugly  by  using  the  charming  word 
of  pluralism.  It's  far  from  a 
numbers  game. 

Okay,  what  can  you  say 
about  a place  that  is  ugly.  It’s  a 


good  place  to  work  but  I don’t 
know  if  it’s  a good  place  to  be  a 
student.  There’s  plenty  of  good 
reasons  to  be  at  a university 
campus.  There  are  a lot  of  things 
to  learn  lots  of  things  to  pursue. 
Its’s  a good  place  to  get  your 
head  together  and  your  spirit 
together.  But  perhaps  you  have 
to  leave  the  campus  is  order  to 
get  both  together. 

There  are  a lot  of  good 
people  who  are  trying  to  make 
Livingston  real.  The  problem  is 
that  the  universtiy  is  caught  in 
the  real  world.  And  the  real 
world  at  this  particular  time  is 
not  too  nice.  One  shouldn’t  look 
to  the  university  as  the  place 
where  all  their  problems  can  be 
worked  out.

Escalating  Balkanization 


The  serious  problems  of  intimidation, 
harassment  and  drugs  on  Livingston  campus  were 
answered  October  2 by  the  statement  of  United 
Puerto  Rican  Students  (UPRS). 

The  whole  Livingston  community,  as  did 
UPRS.  should  recognize  the  danger  of  drugs  to 
the  individual  and,  more  important,  to  the 
survival  of  Livingston  as  an  institution  for 
freedom  in  higher  learning.  We  support  the  rights 
of  the  individual,  but  it  is  not  the  individual’s 
right  to  jeopardize  Livingston  by  using  drugs  on 
campus,  it  is  not  any  other  students'  rights,  no 
misled  duly,  lo  declare  themselves  lawful 
mechanisms  of  removing  the  problem,  thus 
creating  vigilanteeism  and  violence. 

The  basic  Livingston  comcepl  of  inter-racial 
harmony  is  being  pushed  into  the  background.  If 
Livingston  is  going  to  work,  we  are  going  to  have 


to  salvage  this  idea  and  slavage  it  quickly  before 
it  is  too  late.  Tensions  have  been  running  high 
between  and  among  the  different  groups,  along 
with  self-inflicted  and  real  fears  of  intimidation 
and  harassment. 

The  UPRS  should  certainly  be  complimented 
for  its  intelligence  and  punctuality  in  preparing 
such  a well-denned  statement.  For  too  long, 
many  at  the  college  have  drifted,  creating  an 
atmosphere  of  intolerable  apathy  and  anarchy 

If  Livingston  is  to  survive  and  if  we  are  to 
determine  our  own  destiny,  we  must  gel  our 
collective  ass  moving  in  some  positive  direction. 
We  feel  that  further  action  by  all  factions 
interested  in  an  unintimidated  and  multi-racial 
campus  can  serve  as  a stimulus  for  the  academic 
freedom  we  need.

What  the  whites  didn’t  say 


Wednesday  i night  a 
meeting  was  held  at  the 
Livingston  cafeteria  to  discuss 
the  harassment  and  intimidation 
of  students  on  the  campus.  The 
meeting  turned  into  an  unruly 
argument  between  whites  and 
blacks,  and  blacks  and  blacks. 

Most  of  the  speakers  were 
black  and  they  brought  up  some 
very  valid  points  concerning 
their  feelings  toward  whites  and 
toward  other  blacks.  1 think  it 
was  good  that  these  points  were 
brought  out.  However,  I don’t 
want  to  talk  about  what  was  said 
by  the  blacks  but  rather  what 
was  not  said  by  the  whites. 

The  few  white  speakers  that 
there  were  came  up  with  the 
usual  line  about  how  there  is  no 
difference  between  us  but  color, 
so  let’s  all  get  together  and  be 
friends.  It  sounded  very  nice, 
but  face  it,  that’s  not  the  way  it 
is  or  the  way  its  going  to  be.  A 
lot  of  Blacks  do  not  really  trust 
whites  and  just  don’t  want  to 
deal  with  them.  There  are,  after 


all,  differences  between  us  other 
than  color.  It  is  a whole  question 
of  culture  and  past  history.  A 
number  of  blacks  feel  that  the 
only  way  to  keep  their  culture 
intact  in  a world  dominated  by 
whites  is  to  disassociate 
themselves  from  whites 
completely.  This  does  not  mean 
that  they  hate  all  whites,  they’d 
just  rather  have  their  own 
friends. 

An  important  fact  to 
remember,  however,  is  that  this 
separate  black  idea  has  raised 
considerable  hostility  and 
resentment  among  whites 
toward  blacks.  Many  whites  see 
this  isolation  by  blacks  as  the 
same  thing  the  whites  were 
doing  for  years,  and  they  don’t 
like  it.  Whether  or  not  this  is 
ture  is  not  the  point.  The  point 
is  that  the  whites  are  afraid  to 
come  out  and  say  it.  They  are 
afraid  of  being  beat  up  by  blacks 
or  being  called  racists.  But  the 
resentment  is  still  there.  Much  of 
it  stems  from  feelings  among 


whites  that  blacks  are  pushing 
them  around  on  campus.  This  is 
true.  I have  seen  it  myself.  Quite 
a few  Blacks  have  apparently 
decided  to  take  out  on  whites 
what  has  been  inflicted  on  them 
for  hundreds  of  years.  This  does 
not  mean  that  the  whites 
would  take  it,  any  more  than 
the  blacks  should  have  taken  it. 

The  problem  has  been  faced 
by  most  blacks,  who  have  finally 
stood  up  and  said  that  they  will 
no  longer  be  pushed  around  by 
whites.  Now  it  is  time  for  the 
whites  to  stand  up  and  say  they 
will  not  tolerate  being  pushed 
around  by  groups  of  blacks. 
Thus  far,  the  whites  on  this 
campus  have  kept  their  hostility 
pretty  much  to  themselves  but  it 
is  still  there.  It  is  time  for  these 
feelings  to  get  out  in  the  open. 
The  blacks  have  put  their  shit  on 
the  table— its  time  for  the  whites 
to  do  likewise.

Corrections  on  Academic  Government 

To  C.  J.  Rose  & Roy  Kirkley 

I feel  it  is  necessary  to  respond  to  your  article  on  the  meeting 
held  to  expalin  the  Livingston  governing  body  and  the  Judicial 
Board  (Vol.  one.  no.  one).  First  of  all.  your  description  of  the 
Livingston  Academic  Government  was  grossly  inaccurate  and  I 
only  hope  that  it  is  not  indicative  of  what  we  may  expect  from 
Medium  in  the  future. 

The  academic  government  is  a bicameral  system  composed  of  a 
student  chamber  and  a faculty  chamber.  Last  year  the  student 
chamber  was  composed  of  fifteen  black  students,  fifteen  white 
students,  fifteen  Spanish  surnamed  students,  and  three  students 
representing  Oriental  students,  two  of  whom  were  Orientals  the 
other  white.  The  black  representatives  were  elected  by  black 
students,  the  white  representatives  by  white  students,  and  so  on. 
It  is  not  necessary  to  be  a member  of  the  ethnic  group  by  which 
one  is  elected;  for  example,  a while  student  was  elected  to 
represent  the  Oriental  students.  Last  year’s  numerical  breakdown 
was  derived  from  the  number  and  make-up  of  the  student  body 
of  last  year.  The  elections  committee  will  have  lo  reevaluate  the 
breakdown  in  light  of  the  fugures  for  this  year’s  student  body  to 
determine,  for  example,  whether  the  number  of  oriental  students 
is  sufficient  to  require  a full  complement  of  representatives. 
Elections  were  scheduled  to  be  held  in  October  but  the  revised 
academic  calendar  may  change  this. 

To  act  as  the  executive  arm  of  the  Academic  Government,  the 
Joint  Executive  Council  (JEC)  was  formed.  The  members  of  this 
committee  are  elected  by  their  respective  chambers.  There  are 
seven  faculty  and  seven  students  on  the  JEC. 

Contrary  to  what  was  reported  in  your  article,  the  student 
chamber  is  composed  of  48  elected  representatives,  not  8.  All 
members  of  the  faculty  are  members  of  the  faculty  chamber. 

Why  were  there  only  two  students  and  three  fauclty  members 
from  the  JEC  (I  am  assuming  here  that  you  meant  the  JEC  and 
not  the  chambers)  present?  Part  of  the  answer  to  this  is  that  the 
Judicial  Board  was  meeting  in  an  emergency  session  (not  on  the 
Billy  Nash  case,  I might  add)  which  lasted  from  3 pm  until  twelve 
midnight  and  this  tied  up  four  student  and  three  faculty  members 
of  the  JEC.  I can  assure  you  that  there  is  little  reason  to  suspect  a 
lack  of  interest  in  community  affairs  on  the  part  of  JEC 
members.  Perhaps  it  is  precisely  because  of  the  fact  that  the  JEC 
members  do  have  an  interest  in  community  affairs  that  they 
might  be  said  to  be  nonrepresentative  of  the  student  body. 

In  conclusion,  Messrs.  Rose  and  Kirkley,  may  I suggest  that  in 
the  future  you  avail  yourselves  of  a copy  of  the  Livingston 
Academic  Government’s  constitution  before  attempting  to 
describe  its  makeup.

Working  for  Williams 

Dear  Sir: 

The  1970  Congressional  elections  are  potentially  the  most 
important  off-year  elections  in  recent  years.  They  are  important 
not  only  because  they  will  determine  the  balance  of  political 
power  for  the  next  two  years,  but  because  the  Nixon 
administration  has  extensively  personalized  them. 

The  administration  realizes  that  certain  liberals  in  the  House 
and  Senate  will,  due  to  the  seniority  system,  soon  be  able  to  take 
control  of  the  powerful  committees  in  the  legislature.  Therefore, 
it  has  established  certain  “target”  or  "high  prioirty”  election 
races  which  it  feels  it  must  win  in  order  to  have  a friendly  and 
manageable  congress.  Legislators  on  the  administration’s  “black 
list”  include  such  progressive  senators  as  Albert  Gore,  Vance 
Hartke,  and  our  own  senator,  Harrison  Williams. 

Senator  Williams  is  due  to  become  chairman  of  the  powerful 
Senate  Committee  on  Labor  and  Education;  if  he  loses,  this  key 
post  will  go  to  one  of  those  Southern  Dixiecrat  types  which  we 
have  all  come  to  know  and  love,  and  you  can  be  sure  this  type 
will  be  much  more  sympathetic  with  Nixon’s  efforts  to  foil 
desegregation  in  both  the  North  and  South. 

Williams  has  constantly  proved  himself  an  effective  and 
dedicated  progressive.  He  was  one  of  the  first  senators  to  oppose 
the  Vietnam  War  and  he  vigorously  fought  for  the  Human  Rights 
legislation.  If  he  is  re-elected,  he  will  be  the  first  pro-labor 
chairman  of  the  Labor  Education  Committee. 

Thus  far,  Williams  seems  to  be  leading  in  his  U.  S.  Senate  race 
against  Nelson  Gross,  an  unabashed  Nixon  supporter.  (He  is 
proud  of  the  fact  that  he  was  one  of  Nixon’s  original  presidential 
supporters.)  But  he  can  easily  be  defeated  by  the  apathy  of  the 
New  Jersey  progressives  and  by  the  copious  number  of 
campaigners  the  administration  has  sent  to  this  state,  nobably 
Vice-President  Spiro  Agnew  and  Senate  Minority  Leader  Hugh 
Scott. 

Students  and  other  concerned  activists  must  forget  the  blows 
they  were  dealt  in  1968.  It  was  because  of  the  mass  apathy 
caused  by  “bloody  Chicago”  that  Nixon  became  president  in  the 
first  place.  It  is  important  for  us  not  to  get  caught  in  the  same 
trap  again.  We  must  vigourously  oppose  Nixon’s  attempt  to  gain 
control  of  the  legislatures  and  it  is  only  by  supporting  sincere  and 
effective  liberals  like  Harrison  Williams  that  we  can  win  the 
battle.

Campus  Police  Ineffective

This  is  now  the  second  year  of  Livingston’s  existence.  Again, 
we  are  being  plagued  by  auto  thefts  and  car-stripping,  and  once 
again,  nothing  was  done  about  it.  One  must  rhetorically  ask  why 
this  situation  has  not  been  corrected. 

The  solution  is  both  simple  and  inexpensive.  This  University 
already  employs  a species  known  as  Homo  fascist;  the  Campus 
Patrol.  It  is  their  Job  to  protect  the  lives  and  properties  of 
University  students,  to  make  this  school  a safe  place  in  which  to 
live,  and  to  give  out  parking  tickets.  While  many  will  debate  the 
purpose  and  necessity  of  having  Campus  Patrol  around  the 
Livingston  College  campus,  few  will  disagree  that  we  need 
someone  to  patrol  the  parking  lots.

The  basic  premises  underlying 
the  existence  of  Livingston  were 
examined  at  a meeting  of  the 
Faculty  Senate  on  Monday, 
October  5.  Dean  Lynton 
explained  that  "We  purposely 
started  Livingston  without 
structure,  expecting  structure 
and  form  to  solidify  on  an  Ad 
Hoc  basis." 

Livingston  was  to  provide  an 
opportunity  for  groups  which 
had  previously  been  excluded 
from  American  higher 
education,  enabling  them  to 
achieve  a degree  of 
self-actualization  which  had 
always  been  available  to  middle 
class  WASPs.  Heretofore,  all 
cultural  differences  which  do 
not  conform  to  middle  class 
values  were  denigrated,  and  as 
Dean  Lynton  put  it,  “The 
majority  says  to  the  minority, 
‘don’t  make  the  differences  too 
visible’."  These  cultural  elements 
were  to  be  appreciated  for  the 
value  they  play,  for  those  who 
are  of  the  several  cultural 
backgrounds  which  compose  the 
American  social  matrix. 

Although  Livingston  was

planned  to  allow  a great  deal  of 
self-direction,  "we  must  find  and 
create  guidelines  to  protect  the 
college  from  depredations  by  the 
students,  while  at  the  same  time 
safeguarding  the  individuals’ 
rights. 

Professor  Albert  Blumberg 
explained  the  processes  of  the 
Academic  Government,  and 
answered  questions  raised.  There 
is  a bicameral  Assembly 
composed  of  a student  chamber 
and  a faculty  chamber.  All 
members  of  the  faculty  are 
members  of  the  faculty 
chamber.  There  are  fifteen  Black 
students,  fifteen  white,  fifteen 
Hispanic,  and  three 
representatives  of  the  Oriental 
students. 

There  is  a committee  of 
sixteen,  composed  of  eight 
students  and  eight  faculty 
members,  assigned  the  task  of 
writing  a constitution.  This 
fifty-fifty  distribution  of 
representatives  to  major 
committees  applies  in  all  cases. 
There  is  a veto  power  on  both 
sides  since  a measure  must  be 


passed  by  both  chambers.  The 
Rutgers  University  charier 
assigns  certain  powers  to  the 
faculty,  but  the  Livingston 
faculty  voted,  with  great 
largesse,  to  share  those  powers 
with  the  students. 

Most  of  the  nascent  anxieties 
in  the  atmosphere  at  Livingston 
were  aired.  Professor  Willie 
Smith  commented,  "We’re  going 
to  have  to  deal  with  these 
feelings  of  anxiety  . . . there  are 
a lot  of  anxious  people  in  this 
room."  Besides  the  problems 
inherent  in  the  establishment  of 
a multi-racial  institution  in  n 
country  wracked  by  racial 
problems,  Livingston  has  the 
problem  of  operating  within  the 
university,  being  a part  of 
constraints  of  a traditional 
Rutgers  University.  With  all  the 
paranoia  apparent  at  the 
meeting,  a member  of  Urban 
Studies  Department  claimed 
that,  "We  can  exaggerate  the 
racial  thing.  We  must  look  nt  the 
totality  of  Livingston."

Late  Monday  afternoon, 
Livingston  students  reported  the 
theft  of  a tape  deck  and  tapes  to 
Campus  Patrol.  Later  they 
Noticed  a sign  indicating  that  a 
tape  deck  of  the  same 
description  was  for  sale  in  a 
room  in  house  36.  The  two 
female  students  who  had  the 
tape  deck  stolen  from  them  and 
an  individual  who  is  not  a 
student  then  went  to  the  place 
where  the  tapes  had  been  found 
to  purchase  them.  When  the 
persons  supposedly  in  possession 
of  the  tapes  had  refused  to  sell 
them,  the  non-student  allegedly 
ordered  the  people  of  the  floor 
into  a room  and  allegedly  fired  a 
shot  in  the  hall.  No  one  was  in 
the  hall  at  that  time.  It  is  also 
reported  that  the  pistol  was 
likely  a starting  pistol  or  a pistol 
with  blanks.  The  Piscataway 
Police  arrived  and  are  now 
investigating  the  matter.  The 
police  were  called  by  the 
individuals  who  had  the  tapes 
stolen  from  them. 

Points  to  Remember 

1.  No  one  was  injured. 

2.  The  matter  is  now  in  the 
hands  of  the  Piscataway  Police 
who  are  continuing  the 
investigation.  No  room  searches 
were  made  and  college  officials 
were  on  the  scene. 

3.  If  a gun  were  there,  the 
university  will  file  a complaint 
with  outside  authorities  since 


possession  of  a gun  on  a campus 
is  a violation  of  University  and 
state  laws. 

4.  It  should  be  clear  to 
all  members  of  the  Livingston 
College  community  that  guns, 
whether  registered  or  otherwise, 
are  not  allowed  on  campus.  A 
complaint  will  be  filed  with 
outside  authorities  in  any  case 
where  a gun  is  detenu ined  to  be 
located  on  campus,  whether  this 
involves  a student  or 
non-student. 

Along  this  cops-and-robbers 
line,  Jersey’s  Attorney  General, 
George  F.  Kugler  Jr.,  recently 
acknowledged  that  cooperation 
between  crime  investigating 
bodies  in  the  state  left 
something  to  be  desired  but 
insisted  that  it  was  improving. 

“Traditionally,  cooperation 
between  law  enforcement 
agencies  has  been  difficult  to 
accomplish,”  Kugler  said  on  the 
Rutgers  University  Forum, 
"because  it  has  been  on  a 
one-to-one,  man-to-man  basis.” 

"If  a man  in  one  agency 
knows  someone  in  another  he 
will  cooperate  with  him,  but  if 
he  doesn’t  know  his  opposite 
number  he  is  naturally 
distrustful.  This  is  a difficult 
human  relations  problem  to 
overcome,  but  I think  we  are 
making  headway.” 

Questions  arise  as  to  who 


among  the  U.  S.  Attorney’s 
office,  his  own  office,  the 
Federal  Strike  Force  and  the 
State  Crime  Investigation 
Commission  will  investigate 
what  and  who  will  indict  whom, 
Kugler  said. 

The  attorney  general  noted, 
however,  that  tlve  Crime 
InvettlgMlon  C,omm\sMun  dws 
not  itself  have  the  power  to 
indict  but  that  it  can  and  does 
call  the  public's  attention  to 
organized  crime  and  furnish 
leads  and  other  information  on 
criminal  activities  to  other  state 
and  federal  agencies. 

Kugler  also  said  that  his 
office  has  met  with  the  office  of 
the  U.  S.  Attorney  and  other  law 
enforcement  agencies  on  both 
the  highest  and  lowest  levels. 

Much  of  the  improvement  in 
cooperation  by  law  enforcement 
agencies  in  New  Jersey  was  due 
to  the  carrying  out  by  county 
prosecutors  of  recommendations 
to  improve  the  efficiency  of 
their  offices,  Kugler  said. 

These  included  better 
accounting  of  confidential  funds 
and  improved  supervision  of  the 
detective  bureaus  in  county 
prosecutors'  offices,  according 
to  Kugler.  He  added  that  the 
county  prosecutors  and  his 
office  were  now  operating  in 
what  amounted  to  a partnership. 


Consumers’  Guide 


This  is  a note  to  all  soulful 
people,  but  in  particular  to 
Black  folks.  Stores  today  are 
supposed  to  cater  to  all  the 
people,  a little  more  to  the 
majority,  but  none  the  less  to  all 
the  people.  This  is  not  the  case 
of  the  Stop  and  Shop  company, 
which  includes  Stop  and  Shop 
Food  Markets,  Bradlees 
Department  Store  and  Medi 
Mart  Drug  Stores. 

These  stores  have  nothing  to 
offer  specifically  to  Black 
people.  In  none  of  these  stores 
will  you  find  hair  or  beauty 
products  for  Blacks.  You  will 
not  find  any  Black  magazines, 
such  as  Ebony  or  Jet.  And  in  the 
food  stores  you  will  find  the 
poorest  selection  of  soul  food 
going;  so  bad,  they  even  don’t 


have  collard  greens,  chitterlings 
or  grits! 

You  won’t  find  many  Black 
or  Puerto  Rican  people  working 
in  these  stores  either-they  are  as 
scarce  as  hen’s  teeth,  and  the 
ones  that  do  manage  to  "slip 
through"  don’t  stay  very  long 
for  oppressive  reasons.  The 
whites  in  the  stores,  on  the 
whole,  are  very  racist  and 
sarcastic  and  will  give  you  all 
kinds  of  excuses  for  not  helping 
you. 

With  these  plain-to-see  facts,  I 
am  calling  upon  all  brothers  and 
sisters  to  boycott  every  store  of 
the  Stop  and  Shop  Company 
until  such  time  that  they  can 
prove  their  usefulness  to  our 
community.  Right  On!

incidents  had  been  magnified  by  exaggerated 
rumor  to  create  widespread  fear  among  the 
students  and  faculty.  We  need  a way  to  clear  the 
air,  and  the  Wednesday  meeting  provided  the 
best  opportunity. 

The  biggest  danger  facing  us  is  losing  sight  of 
the  goals  on  which  Livingston  is  founded.  We’ve 
got  to  get  ourselves  together  and  concentrate 
our  energies  on  the  important  business  of 
education 

There  are  no  immediate  threats  to 
Livingston’s  existence  from  outside.  There  are, 
of  course,  potential  political  dangers  that  could 
put  mvingsion  s iuture  in  jeopardy.  The  political 
mood  of  the  country  is  increasingly  anti-student, 
and  there  are  many  people  who  oppose 
Livingston’s  multi-racial  character,  as  well  as  our 
commitment  to  social  change.  We  must  be 
increasingly  careful  not  to  feed  these  forces  with 
internal  dissension  and  disorder. 

The  most  important  thing  I can  do  right  now 
is  to  provide  interim  guidelines  and  to  work  with 
the  Temporary  Judicial  Board  to  enforce  these 
guidelines  fairly  and  effectively.  This  I am  doing. 

Given  the  tensions  that  led  to  the  meeting,  1 
was  impressed  that  such  a large  number  of 
students  could  come  together  and  discuss 
sensitive  matters  about  which  they  disagree.  I 
think  this  helped  very  much  to  clear  the  air.

The  importance  of  the  meeting  is  easily  seen 
because  it  allowed  students  to  voluntarily  voice 
their  opinions  about  what  was  happening  within 
our  college  community. 

The  dangers  facing  Livingston  now  are 
external  pressures  (the  increasing  threat  of  a 
shut  down  from  outside  the  college)  being 
inflicted  upon  this  institution,  combined  with 
the  disharmony  among  the  student  bodies,  all 
encompassed  by  an  unstale  administration. 
Politically  we  are  in  danger  for  being  both  an 
experimental  institution  and  because  Livingston 
is  liberally  induced. 

First,  the  inhabitants  of  our  community  must 
realize  the  increasing  threats  surrounding  us, 
unify  to  keep  this  school  in  existence  because  if 
it  closes  we’ll  be  back  where  we  started : 
nowhere  and  with  nothing,  demand  that  the 
adminstration  stand  for  what  the  college  was 
designed  to  be  and  stop  slithering  around  trying 
to  evade  the  issues  and  finally  students  must 
express  themselves  individually  and  group-wise 
in  order  to  secure  the  continuation  of 
Livingston. 

My  over-all  reaction  toward  the  meeting  is 
that  it  served  as  a bridge  connecting  the  student 
bodies  and  the  administration.  However,  we,  the 
students,  must  make  it  our  duty  to  ensure  that 
these  connections  are  not  severed.  Otherwise 
Livingston  will  undoubtedly  be  destroyed. 

UPRS

4.  UPRS  is  committed  to  Livingston  College 
being  a multiracial  college  community  and  will 
work  with  anyone  who  is  committed  to  this  end 
and  is  against  intimidation  and  harassment. 

Fourth  World  Coalition 
Fourth  World  Coalition  is  trying  to  improve 
the  present  chaotic  situation  that  has  arisen  at 
Livingston  over  the  past  year  since  its  opening. 
We  feel  that  part  of  the  problem  has  been  the 
lack  of  participation  by  students  and  faculty, 
plus  the  failure  to  distribute  information  to 
members  of  the  community  as  to  what  is  going 
on  at  Livingston.  The  prime  factor  for  the 
current  situation  was  tha  failure  of  the 
administration  to  lay  down  general  guidelines 
regarding  interaction  within  the  community  as  a 
whole.  We  hope  to  create  an  open  forum  for  the 
expression  of  opinions  from  the  various  ethnic 
and  cultural  groups  so  that  individuals  desiring 
to  expand  their  knowledge  of  different  life 
patterns,  may  do  so.

In  responding  to  your  first  question  on 
whether  there  was  a need  for  the  meeting.  I will 
say,  yes,  definitely;  there  was  a need,  because 
Livingston  College  has  reached  a breaking  point, 
a communications  gap,  and  as  a result 
Polarization  has  set  in. 

For  the  benifit  of  the  reader,  let’s  examine 
each  one  of  these  most  important  points  step  by 
step. 

First,  the  breaking  point  is  my  definition  of 
racial-tension  being  displayed  covertly  by  the 
administrators,  the  faculty  and  the  multi-racial 
student  body  itself.  If  you  want  specifics.  I’ll 
name  some,  certain  administratiors,  namely  two 
“Deans”  who  are  reacting  out  of  guilt,  paranoia, 
and  under  the  guise  of  pseudo-super-liberals, 
when  they  are  nothing  but  merely  puppets  for 
the  ruling  Rutgers  “Board  of  Governors.” 

We  have  said  time  and  time  again  that 
Rascism  is  a tool  of  “The  System."  The  Deans 
utilized  this  tool  with  the  suspension  of  the  two 
Black  Students.  Therefore,  I support  the  Black 
Student  Movement  in  calling  for  their  immediate 
resignations.  Racism  is  still  Racism— Covertly  or 
Overtly.

Another  example;  certain  liberal  faculty 
members  are  not  supporting  the  student  body 
on  given  issues;  therefore,  they  can  be  charged 
with  basically  the  same  things  that  I charge  the 
so-called  administrators  with. 

Finally,  the  student  body  itself.  First,  I 
would  like  to  state  that  there  is  only  going  to  be 
a minority  of  us  that  will  move  forward. 
However,  the  majority  of  Blacks  have  reacnea 
the  first  level  of  social  development— race 
consciousness  and  stopped  there.  Whites  (the 
majority)  have  got  into  this  college  with  the 
thought  pattern  of  “Well,  everything’s  gonna  be 
alright,  let’s  freak  out  on  some  Jimi  Hendrix’s 
music”  when  a very  large  portion  of  their  own 
people  are  poor  (Appalachia),  hungry, 
underemployed  and  on  welfare.  Who’s  going  to 
lead  them? 

The  Puerto  Ricans  and  other  ethnic  groups 
are,  well,  just  you  could  say,  keeping  up  with 
the  “pace”  set  by  “Nobody.”  These  situations, 
or  reactions  bring  us  all  up  to  the  “Breaking 
Point.” 

Secondly,  the  communications  gap  exists 
because  of  the  little  “Worlds”  in  which  we  live 
in;  there  is  no  bridge  and  one  will  not  be  built 
until  the  Walls  are  torn  down.  I stress  that  I’m 
not  an  advocate  of  intergration  or  separation, 
however,  I know  too  well  that  people  have  to  be 
able  to  communicate. 

Thirdly,  the  reality  of  Polarization.  If  one 
should  care  to  take  a visual  tour  of  Livingston 

College,  you  will  see  that  certain  groups  are 
polarized  against  each  other.  There  are 
limitations  on  some  houses  that  you  can  visit 
and  numerous  arts  of  Racism  form  all  of  these 
groups,  not  just  one.  The  Board  of  Governors 
relish  this,  they  applauded  this  act,  because  it’s 
just  like  the  outside  communities.  This  is  why 
Senator  John  Gwing  can  say,  “that  drugs  are 
rampant,  overt  sex,  and  racism  exists.”  They 
knew  this  would  happen  with  a campus  divided 
and  in  squander  and  in  turmoil,  so  he  could  run 
in  with  his  power  and  conquer  all  of  us  by 
saying  “Let’s  shut  it  down”  then  gaining  the 
support  to  do  just  that.

Livingston  College  faces  tremendous  danger 
in  this  battle,  and  only  in  its  second  year.  If  a 
temporary  shutdown  is  instituted,  this  college 
will  go  from  a public  facility  back  to  a private 
facility.  They  can’t  go  along  with  any  students 
here,  they  (Rutgers)  will  lose  too  much  money 
with  their  construction  of  all  these  new 
buildings,  etc.  All  of  the  students  on  financial 
aid  (the  Poor)  will  be  dismissed,  regardless  of 
color. 

My  question,  “Will  Livingston  work?”.  It 
certainly  won’t  if  all  this  continues.  One  might 
be  correct  in  saying  that  this  college  can  become 
another  campus  bloodbath,  if  we  don’t  clear  up 
the  polarization.  In  simple  language,  a clash 
between  the  divided  student  racial  groups. 

Number  two,  after  we  get  through  fighting 
among  ourselves  the  outside  forces  will  come 
down  upon  us.  Check  it  out  for  yourself!  Kent 
State,  Jackson  State,  Berkley,  Columbia,  and 
Cornell.  They  would  have  a legitimate  excuse  to 
come  into  this  concentration  camp  and  “crack 
down  on  our  heads”,  main  us,  and  arrest  us.  All 
because  of  our  ignorance  and  inabilities.  Ewing’s 
and  Cahill’s  “at  long  last  dream”  would  be 
fulfilled. 

As  for  my  overall  feelings  about  the  meeting, 

I was  surprised  to  see  that  many  students 
together,  a comforting  and  highly  potential 
thought  to  ponder  for  the  future  days  and 
months  ahead,  because  I hope  that  eeryone  can 
begin  to  see  the  dangers  that  face  us  politically. 
The  Black  students  displayed  their  foresight  the 
very  next  day  after  the  meeting  when  they  met 
in  the  Great  Hall  to  demonstrate. 

Now,  back  to  my  feelings  on  the  meeting:  it 
was  good  to  “clear  the  air,”  but,  much  too 
emotional!  If  we  can  leave  emotion  and  infantile 
disorder  behind  when  we  come  together  on 
issues,  our  results  will  be  “astronomical.”  My

As  a result, 
there  are  those  who  cannot  fully  comprehend 
the  profound  effects  racism  has  upon  every  part 
of  our  existence.  Our  value  system  reeks  with 
aversions  for  peoples  of  different  national 
backgronounds.  These  aversions  are  taught. 

Politically,  we  should  realize  how  some  are 
manipulated  into  aiding  a government  that  is  not 
relavent  to  their  needs.  Economically,  a great 
portion  of  the  population  of  this  country  is 
utilized  as  a cheap  labor  source,  totally  detached 
from  the  “American  Dream";  but  merely 
knowing  facts  like  these  does  not  solve  the 
problem.  At  the  same  time,  many  white  students 
have  had  little  or  no  personal  contact  with 
Blacks  and  Puerto  Ricans  and  vice-versa.  In  fact, 
we  idealized  Livingston  as  being  a melting-pot 
wher  we  could  all  live  together.  We  all  know  that 
trom  the  past  few  weeks,  it’s  just  not  happening 
that  way. 

Let  s face  it,  the  white  population  of 
Livingston  is  feeling  discrimination  on  the  basis 
of  color  for  probably  the  first  time,  and  it’s 
jolting  a lot  of  people.  Whether  we  approve  of 
certain  tactics  or  not,  it’s  happening. 
Consequently,  we  must  deal  with  it  in  the  most 
rational  and  broad  sense.  It  is  more  difficult  for 
others  still.  Black,  White  and  Puerto  Rican  who 
want  nothing  to  do  with  racism  are  nevertheless 
subjected  to  others’  racist  actions. 

The  entire  ordeal  is  important  because  it  is 
forcing  us  to  discuss  racism,  obvious  and 
unconscious.  It  is  affecting  students  intimately, 
on  a person-to-person  level.  I,  for  one,  can’t 
apologize  for  what  my  ancestors  did  to  the

How  will  we  survive? 

We’ll  survive  as  soon  as  more  people  accept 
the  reality  of  the  situation  here  at  Livingston. 
Livingston  will  begin  to  move  when  people  stop 
interpreting  the  actions  of  each  faction  to  retain 
its  identity  as  factions,  which  would  make 
communtications  with  other  groups  impossible. 

What  seems  to  have  gone  unnoticed  at  the 
meeting  about  each  student’s  or  organization’s 
statements  is  the  one  similarity  between  them 
all.  Debbie  Smith  stated  it  this  way:  “.  . . The 
third  World  Coalition  wanted  to  work  with 
those  white  students  who  also  see  a need  for  a 
strongly  political  student  body.” 

Dean  Lynton  said,  “We’ve  got  to  get 
ourselves  together  and  concentrate  our 
energies.”

‘A  white  perspective’ 

Every  student  has  been  affected  in  one  way 
or  another  by  the  racial  tension  that  exists  on 
this  campus.  In  a situation  such  as  this  the 
concepts  of  right  and  wrong  are  inconsistent  due 
to  the  context  which  different  individuals  use 
them. 

White  students,  before  making  rash 
generalizations  and  putting  yourselves  through 
emotional  traumas,  must  recognize  that  there 
are  reasons,  very  crucial  political,  social,  and  oral 
reasons  why  this  atmosphere  exists.  White 
students  applied  to  Livingston  knowing  that  the 
enrollment  would  be  well  integrated.  Rednecks, 
as  such,  couldn’t  hope  fo  find  a paradise  here. 
Evidently,  most  of  us  felt  that  we  were  ready  to 
deal  with  all  knids  of  people  in  a college 
atmosphere;  but  as  stifling  as  it  seems,  the  tables 
have  been  turned.

At  the  end  of  last  spring  the  University  revised  its  calender  to 
allow  for  a mid-semester  recess:  October  26  to  November  4. 
Additions  were  made  to  the  Academic  calender  at  other  times  to 
make  up  for  the  days  lost  through  the  recess. 

Since  this  is  a time  that  many  students  will  use  to  devote 
themselves  to  political  activity,  it  is  important  to  be  aware  of 
University  policy  concerning  political  activities  and  the  use  of 
University  resources.  Below  are  some  guidelines  published  by  the 
University: 

Partisan  Politics 

Resources  that  Rutgers  University  has  received  for 
educational  purposes,  legally  may  not  be  used  for  partisan 
political  purposes.  Organized  political  activities,  including 
campaigning,  must  be  kept  separate  and  distinct  from  the 
normal  educational  activities  of  the  University. 

Educational  institutions  traditionally,  have  recognized  and 
provided  facilities  on  an  impartial  basis  to  various  activities  on' 
the  college  campus,  even  those  activities  which  have  a partisan 
bent,  such  as,  for  example,  Democratic,  Republican,  and  other 
political  clubs.  These  present  no  problems.  However,  to  the 
extent  that  such  organizations  extend  their  activities  beyond 
the  campus,  and  intervene  or  participate  in  campaigns  on 
behalf  of  candidates  for  public  office,  or  permit  non-members 
of  the  university  community  to  avail  themselves  of  university 
facilities  or  services,  an  institution  should  in  good  faith  make 
certain  that  proper  and  appropriate  charges  are  made  and 
collected  for  all  facilities  and  services  provided. 

Such  organizations  should  be  prohibited  from  soliciting,  in 
the  name  of  the  university,  funds  to  be  used  in  such 
off-campus  intervention  or  participation.  Extraordinary  or 
prolonged  use  of  facilities,  particularly  by  non-members  of  the 
university  community,  even  with  reimbursement,  might  raise 
questions.

Heilbroner:

Heilbroner  expresses  a 
"qualified  optimism”  that  this 
situation  may  be  changing.  He 
points  to  the  definite 
improvement  in  the  status  and 
living  conditions  of  Negroes.  He 
points  to  the  ecological  crisis  as 
a possible  rallying  point  for  a 
“new  New  Deal."  And  he  points 
to  the  “party  of  the  young"  as  a 
possible  vehicle  for  serious  social 
change. 


Elections 

Every  member  of  the  academic  community  has  a right  to 
participate  or  not,  as  he  sees  fit,  in  the  election  process.  On  the 
other  hand,  no  member  of  that  community  should  speak  or 
act  in  the  name  of  the  institution  in  a political  campaign. 
Those  who  in  their  official  capacity  frequently  speak  for  the 
University  should  undertake  to  make  it  clear  when  expressing 
individual  views  that  they  are  not  stating  a University  position. 

4.  In  order  to  provide  a clear  separation  between  Rutgers’ 
educational  programs  and  any  organized  political  activities  and 
to  assume  that  University  funds  or  resources  will  in  no  way  be 
used  in  political  campaigns,  each  member  of  the  University 
community  is  expected  to  refrain  from  using  the  University 
name,  seal,  or  stationery  in  correspondence  pertaining  to 
political  purposes  such  as  soliciting  funds  or  carrying  on  a 
campaign.  Similarly  a department  office.  University  building, 
or  Rutgers  P.O.  Box  should  not  be  used  as  an  official  mailing 
address.  In  cases  where  approval  has  been  received  to  use 
University  facilities,  equipment,  or  supplies  for  non-University 
purposes,  they  must  be  fully  compensated  for  from  private 
funds  by  the  individuals  or  organisations  requesting  such  use. 
The  University  may  not  be  identified  as  sponsoring  or 
endorsing  a particular  program  or  activity  held  on  campus  or 
in  a University  building  in  the  literature  or  announcements  of 
the  program. 


Moonlighting 

Faculty  and  staff  members  have  an  obligation  to  fulfill  their 
normal  responsibilities.  Participation  in  partisan  political 
programs  should  not  be  at  the  expense  of  those 
responsibilities.  Office  and  other  employees  should  not  bi 
asked  to  perform  tasks  related  to  partisan  political  activities 
while  on  regular  duty. 


Academic  calendar 

6.  The  rearrangement  of  the  academic  calendar  for  the  purpose 
of  permitting  students  and  faculty  the  opportunity  to 
participate  in  the  election  process  is  not  deemed  to  be 
intervention  or  participation  in  a campaign  on  behalf  of  a 
candidate.

The  Rutgers  University  Senate  has  approved  a revised 
academic  calendar  for  1970-71  incorporating  an  eight-day 
mid-semester  fall  recess.  The  revised  calendar  provides  for  a 
total  of  14  weeks  of  classes  as  did  the  original  calendar.  During 
the  period  of  the  fall  recess,  certain  student  facilities  will  be 
closed  as  is  the  usual  practice  during  the  regular  spring  recess. 
Questions  pertaining  to  the  interpretation  or  applicability  of 
these  guidelines  should  be  referred  to  the  following  for

To  some  of  the  students  on 
Livingston  campus  the  name

To  still  others  of  the  college 
community  the  name  has  never 
been  heard.  To  enlighten  he 
second  two  groups  Dan  Newman 
is  Chairman  of  the  Art 
Department.

One  way  in  which  Dan  thinks 
the  unrest  on  campus  can  be 
solved  is  to  enlist  the  aid  of 
students  to  build  their  own  park 
and  recreation  area.

As  an 
incentive  to  get  these  projects 
underway  Dan  is  going  to  have 
some  of  ms  students  start  the 


building  and  thus  receive  credit 
for  improving  the  college  and 
most  important  doing  something 
for  themselves. 

Another  way  that  Dan  wants 
to  get  the  students  involved  is  to 
have  undergraduate  students  act 
as  teaching  assistants  in  large 
classes.  The  main  idea  is  already 
worked  out.  The  idea  is  to  let  a 
large  group  of  students  take  a 
course  but  to  still  keep  the 
actual  class  size  down.  The 
course  that  Dan  would  like  to 
use  as  the  experimental  course 
would  be  one  that  would  create 
a museum  of  the  Kilmer  Area. 
By  having  a small  group  of 
studenLs  take  a seminar  type 
course  in  the  spring  Dan  hopes 
that  they  will  be  able  to  take 
groups  of  students  from  the 
lecture  group  and  in  this  way 
have  a small  class  where  more 
will  be  accomplished. 

Dan  realizes  that  the  world  is 
in  bad  shape  and  he  wants  to 
change  that  fact.  He  also  realizes 
that  you  just  can  not  go  out  and 
change  the  whole  world 
overnight.  The  way  in  which 
Dan  proposes  to  go  about  the 
change  is  to  start  by  setting  up 
small  utopian  societies.  Utopia, 
yes  there  is  a course  by  that 
title,  will  try  to  do  just  that  here 
at  Livingston,  but  once  again  the 
work  will  lie  with  the  students. 
The  idea  is  to  set  up  a small 
utopia  here  and  then  spread  the 
model. 

Then  there  are  the  regular  art 
courses  that  Dan  would  like  to 
see  taught  here  ane  enlarged.  A 
dark  room  is  in  the  process  of 
being  set  up.  There  are 
numerous  workshops  that 
students  can  get  into  and  if  there 
is  not  a workshop  that  you 
would  like  to  see  here  go  and  rap 
with  Dan  about  it.

CPS  11-6/  New  Death 
Statistics / September  30,  1970 

Washington  - (CPS)  --  The 
overall  death  toll  for  the 
Indochina  war  now  stands  at 
840,057,  according  to  the  latest 
US  Department  of  Defense 
figures.  American  lives  lost  in 
the  South-east  Asian  conflict 
number  43,662,  “resulting  from 
action  from  hostile  forces”,  and 
8,521  from  other  war-related 
causes.  Saigon  government 
casualties  are  listed  at  114,337, 
in  addition  to  4,072  deaths 
among  US  allied  troops.  The 
Defense  Dept,  claims  that  the 
North  and  NLF  have  lost 
670,505  soldiers  since  its  death 
toll  tabulation  began  in  January, 
1961.  This  figure  does  not 
include  losses  among  Southeat 
Asian  civilians  and  numerous 
troops  in  Laos  and  Cambodia.
